A dis- 
patch from Trinidad says nothing is 
known there concerning the Moewe. 
The British Admiralty has made 
known its instuctions to armed mer- 
chantmen. Armament is supplied to 
such vessels, the instructions say, 
“solely for the purpose of resisting at- 
tack by an armed enemy vessel and 
must not be used for any other pur- 
pose whatsoever.

It was dented that the President 
said anything to convey the impres- 
sion that he desired the United States 
to enter the war to shorten it or for 
any other reason, but he reiterated 
the necessity of upholding the national 
honor of the United States at all costs.

In completing its bill the House 
committee decided net to provide 
specifically for the construction of a 
plant to manufacture nitric from the 
air.

steam or other power, was inserted in 
the measure, however, and the de- 
tails will be worked out later in an 
appropriation measure. 

A BIG ARMY. 
In round figures the measure would 
authorize the formation of an army 
com posed of regulars, National 
Guardsmen and Federal ee 
peace strength of ap- 
proximately 703.60 900 men. 
It provides for a maximum 


regular army, for a minimum of 
426,000 for the National Guard with- 
in five years and for organization of 
Federal volunteers through an ex- 
tension of a summer training camp 
idea. It is estimated that 100,000 
men can be enrolled in the latter 


force. 

STRONG RESERVES. 7 
The bills retain provision fer or-

Berry Boxes Must be Marked with Ac- 
curate Weight, and Packers are 
Forbidden to Charge for Brine 
when Selling Olives, is . 
New Rule of State. 

During the coming berry season, 
when you go to market and purchase 
a box of berries you will be sure of 
getting a.uniform package, weighing 
from eight ounces to two pounds. no 
matter where the purchase is made 
in California, —— to a new rul- 
ing of State Superintendent of Weights 
and Measures Johnson. The fact that 
containers of berries have been grow- 
ing smaller and smaller and false bot- 
toms coming nearer and nearer th 
surface of the basket, caused the ac- 
tion. Each crate must be marked with 
the number of containers and the net 
weight of each container, so that the 
purchasing public will know posi- 
tively just what amount of berries 
the crate or container holds in weight. 
For the sale of lives in cans, the 
packers in future must merk the net 
weight of the fruit exclusive of the 
brine in which they are kept. Con- 
siderable complaint has been received 

some packers mark their con- 
tainers. “net weight 1 Ib. 14 oz...” 
when, in fact, there are but sixteen 
olives and fourteen ounces: 


Notification of these 2 has 
been mailed to weight and measure 
officials and to dealers and growers 
of berries, and packers.

Patrons May Not Have Own Drinks in 
Unlicensed Cafes, Says Court. 
Persons who take liquor into cafes 
and there have it served to thenr are 
violating the liquor laws, and the 
cafe proprietor is liable to prosecu- 
tion, according to an important ruling 
made by Police Judge Frederickson 
Wednesday in the case of Nigo Nawi, 

a Japanese. 

Nawi, who held no liquor license. 
was arrested for serving liquor to 
patrons, although the patrons had 
brought in the liquor. He fought the 
case on the argument the liquor was 
not in his possession, and he received 
no money for it. 

Police Judge Frederickson ruled it 

was illegal for a cafe proprietor to 
permit patrona to bring their liquor 
to a cafe and drink it there, having 
e waiter serve it. 
This custom has been widely fol- 
lowed in cafes which do not have 
licenses, It is the first time the case 
has come to a test, and the ruling of 
Judge Frederickson is revolutionary 
to the liquor interests.

The Secretary of Justice in Mexico 
has issued a notice to the effect that

civil indemnity. All good govern- 
ments, on the other hand, must die- 

tate measures tending to the conserv- 
ing of the territory of the republic in 
Its entirety, that they may not dimin- 
ish by one point the sovereignty of the 
nation, and as they know that in case 
it is easier and more lucrative to the 
foreigner than to the nationals to ac- 
quire real of a country it would 
a danger to the integrity of its 
territory and the sovereignty of the 
nation, because that soon it may hap- 
pen that a group of capitalists of the 
same nationality may make itself 
owner of a grand extension of land;
